10. Use of a compoxmd according to any one of Claims 1 to 8 or pharmaceutically 
30 acceptable salt, ester or prodrug thereof, in the manufacture of a medicament for the 

treatment of cancer, fibrosis, restenosis, wound healing, HIV infection alzheimer's disease 
and/or atherosclerosis. 
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1 1 . The method of treating cancer which comprises administering to a patient in 
need thereof a therapeutically effective amoxmt of a compound according to any one of 
Claims 1 to 8 or pharmaceutically acceptable salt, ester or prodrug thereof.
